Parcel Offices of Railways; (ii) OAer Goods Sheds, 
Godowns, Warehouses etc. and; (iii) Docks and Ports” in 
supersessicnofthe Gazette notification number S.0.1845 (E), 
d 2 ^ the 25th July, 2008 of the Government of India, Min¬ 
istry of Labour and Employment and the same is hereby 
published as required by clause (b) of sub-section (1) of 
Section 5 of the said Act, for information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby that the said draft proposal 
shall be taken into consideration after expiry of two months 
from tile date on which copies of this notification, as pub¬ 
lished in tile Official Gazette are made a>^ilable to the pub¬ 
lic. 

2. Any objection or suggestion, which may be

DRAFT PROPOSAL 

The ]HOposed minimum rates of wages shall consist 
of (a) basic rates of wages as set out in column (2) of Part I 
of the Schedule mentioned hereunder and (b) a special 
allowance (hereinafter referred to as Variable Dearness 
Allowance) in Column (2) of Part II of the Schedule and 
payable to the employees woridng in areas mentioned in 
Cohmm (1) of Parts 1 and II thereof. The Variable Dearness 
Allowance shall be adjusted by the Chief Labour 
Commissioner (Central) at an interval of eveiy six months 
commoicing on the 1 st October and 1 st April of evoy year 
on the basis of the average Consumer Price Index Number 
for Industrial Workers (Base 2001 = 100) Rm- ttie preceding 
period of six months ending on the 30th June and the 31 st 
December every year respectively at the rate of and in the 
manner ^ecified in the column (2) of Part H of the Schedule 
as below:

this notification shall respectively comprise all the 
places as specified in the said annexure as such areas, 
and include all places within a distance of fifteen 
kilometers from the periphery of a Municipal 
Corporation or Municipality or Cantonment Board 
or Notified Area Committee of a particular place. Area

and to which the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 extends. 
The places added or upgraded from time to time by 
the Ministry of Finance for the purpose of payment 
of House Rent Allowance to Central Govermnent 
employees shall be taken to be added from the date 
of such addition or upgradation for the purposes of 
classification specified in Annexure to this draft 
proposal. 

Z Where the existing rates of wages of any employee 
based on contract or agreement or otherwise are 
higher than the rates notified herein, the higher rates 
shall be protected and treated as minimum rates of 
wages applicable for the purpose of this notification 
to such employees. 

3. The minimum rates of wages include also the wages 
for weekly day of rest. 

4. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to 
employees employed by contractors also. 

5. The minimum rates of wages for disabled persons 
shall be same as payable to the workers of appropriate 
category. 

6. The men and women employees shall get the same 
rates of wages for tlie same work or work of similar 
nature. 

7. The minimum rates of wages and Variable Dearness 
Allowance both constitute the minimum rates of 
wages to be enforceable under the Minimum Wages 
Act, 1948.
